Again we encourage American gardeners to grow 
the newest in camellias, the Williamsii hybrids, 
J. C. Williams and Mary Christian. 


Besides the fresh beauty of the flowers them- 
selves, there are other characteristics making these 
plants so desirable. They are rapid growers, branch- 
ing well. They bud young, abundantly and luxur- 
iantly, even to the point of putting out axillary 
buds along the central stem. The hardiness of buds 
in zero temperatures and hardiness of blossoms 
in regard to bright sun is especially noteworthy. 
The blossoms have the tidy habit of falling intact 
and fresh, eliminating the period of brownness so 
common to the camellias we know.
